Once again in so short a tim®, 
Hamlin people have been shocked by 
the sudden death of a young Hamlin 
business man. John Ed Day was up 
and apparently as well as at any 
time in his life a1! day Tuesday.

John Ed Day came with his father, 
the late John T. Day from Rotan to 
Hamlin in the early days of 1914, 
buying a hardware store in Hamlin.

1. Th.* kingdom was in existence during the opostolic age, 
rm eteen hundred years ago. (a) The apostle John was in it (Rev. 
I 9) * 
(b) The Hebrews were receiving it (Heb. 12:28); and (c) 
the Colossians were transplanted into it (Col. 1:13-14). 


2. The kingdom was “at h ind” in the days of John the Bap­ 
tist (Matt. 3:2), Jesus announced its near approach (Matt. 10:7), 
and it was to’ come in the lifetime of some then living.

1:5-11) and be 
faithful until death (Rev. 2:10) in order that he may be unafraid 
when the glad day shall dawn!
